ALVIN AILEY 
Maker of Modern Dance In America 


Alvin Ailey has been called the greatest of the black modern dance- 
choreographers. His dance programs consist of jazz, modern and ballet styles. 


Born in Rogers, Texas in 1931, Ailey was eleven years old when his family 
moved to Los Angeles and seven years later he took his first dance classes 
with Lester Horton. 


In 1958, Ailey staged his first concert. The dancers formed the core of his 
dance troupe - Alvin Ailey and Company - which found it’s first home in a 
YMWCA building in New York. 


As a dancer, Alvin Ailey received more critical praise than any other member 
of the company but his dream was to become a choreographer. Ailey dedicated 
himself to achieving another goal as well, the foundation of a dance center and 
school. 


A master at his craft, Alvin Ailey has changed the course of modern dance 
through the expression of his artistic vision as a choreographer. 


ALVIN AILEY REPERTORY ENSEMBLE 


In 1974, Alvin Ailey formed a workshop composed of scholarship students 
from his American Dance Center. Originally envisioned as a bridge from the 
classroom to the stage the Alvin Ailey Repertory Ensemble has grown to 
become one of the most exciting components of the Alvin Ailey Americn Dance 
Theater Foundation. 


Over the last ten years, more than 25 Ensemble members have been invited 
to join the parent Ailey company. 


The Alvin Ailey Repertory Ensemble trains and rehearses Monday to Friday 
from 10:00 AM to 4:30 PM. Ensemble members are generally with the com- 
pany for no longer than 2 or 2% years. 


In addition, the company offers emerging costume and lighting designers the 
opportunity to work in a professional environment. 


Always open to new dance experiences, the Alvin Ailey Repertory Ensemble 
recently traveled for the first time to Jamaica and the Cayman Islands. In a 
fast-paced schedule of eight concerts in seven days, the Ensemble gained over 
10,000 enthusiastic new fans. 


Among its credits the Ensemble includes producing five original ballets as its 
contribution to the very special “Alvin Celebrates Ellington” at the New York 
State Theater at Lincoln Center in August of 1976. The Ensemble has also per- 
formed as a guest company in the Alvin Ailey American Dance Theater’s New 
York City Center seasons. 


SYLVIA WATERS 
Artistic Director 


Artistic Director of the Alvin Ailey Repertory Ensemble Since its founding in 
1974, Sylvia Waters is to be credited with this group’s emergence as one of 
this country’s most vital young dance compaines. 


Miss Waters’ committment to dance began when this art form was introduced 
into her junior high school curriculum. She continued her studies at the New 
Dance Group, which also counts among its alumni Alvin Ailey, Sophie Maslow, 
Donald McKayle and Geoffrey Holder. A scholarship student at the Martha 
Graham School of Dance, she earned her B.S. in dance from The Juilliard 
School. While at Juilliard, she also studied with Martha Graham, Jose Limon and 
Anthony Tudor, and simultaneously danced with Donald McKayle’s Company. 


Following her graduation from Juilliard, Miss Waters won a place in the cast of 
the acclaimed touring company of Black Nativity, and performed on an exten- 
sive European tour. After the tour she moved to Paris where she quickly 
became a regular guest on Paris television working frequently with Michele 
Descombe, then Director of the Paris Opera Ballet. During this time she also 
became associated with the distinguished choreographer Maurice Bejart, with 
whose company she performed at the summer Olympics in Mexico City. 


Sylvia Waters returned to the United States in 1968 and shortly thereafter 
became one of Alvin Ailey’s 13 dancers, appearing in his first Broadway run at 
the Billy Rose Theater and on the company’s first, acclaimed nationwide tour. 
She remained active as a dancer with the company until she assumed her cur- 
rent position with the Alvin Ailey Repertory Ensemble. Miss Waters returns to 
the American Dance Theater for anniversaries and other special performances.
